In  194.3,  with 
the  help  of  Frank  I.Ieserve,  probably  the  greatest  authority  on  &he 
pictorial  side  of  Lincoln  in  the  world.  As  you,  no  doubt  know  he 
is  the  owner  of  most  of  the  Brady  plates.  T.7ith  photos  and  a  bronze 
life  mask  of  Lincoln,  I  was  able  to  make  a  painting  of  Lincoln, 
in  his  shirt  sleeves,  composing  the  Gettysburg  Address.  (  A  poleroid 
of  the  painting  is  enclosed. 

The  painting  is  in  color.  The  background  was  painted  in  Gettys- 
burg, in  the  bed  room  used  by  the  President,  in  the  home  of  Judge 
Wills,  the  night  before  his  address  was  delivered.  Lincoln  bought 
his  clothes  at  Brooks  Brothers,  in  New  York.  They  provi^ede  me  with 
the  shirt  and  the  suspenders,  that  were  worn  in  that  day.  Other 
material  was  as  assidulously  researched.

A  MEMORIAL  TRIBUTE 


As  April  slipped  by  in  1865,  the  guns  of  war  were 
falling  silent  across  the  devastated  South.  The 
terrible  agony  of  fratricidal  conflict  was  drawing  to 
a  close.  It  was  the  death  rattle  of  the  Confederacy, 
that  was  to  give  its  last  gasp  before  the  month  was 
out.  But  before  then,  the  passion  and  hatred  that  had 
rent  and  nearly  destroyed  a  nation  was  to  claim  yet 
another  victim,  the  most  innocent  and  most  illustrious 
of  all. 

On  the  evening  of  April  14,  his  mind  perhaps  still 
partly  occupied  with  his  plan  to  appropriate  $400,- 
000,000  to  help  restore  the  South's  shattered  econ- 
omy, President  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  wife  sat 
in  a  box  in  the  Capital's  Ford  theater,  accompanied 
by  Major  Rathbone  and  his  fiancee.  Miss  Harris. 
The  third  act  of  the  play  neared  its  close  when  John 
Wilkes  Booth  fired  a  bullet  into  the  President's  head. 
His  death  the  next  morning  plunged  a  nation  into 
despair. 

It  was  less  than  three  years  later  that  the  Benevo- 
lent and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  was  founded,  in 
the  period  of  post-war  bitterness  made  worse  by 
removal  from  the  scene  of  the  one  man  with  the 
character  and  abilit> — let  alone  the  purpose— to  lead 
the  nation  to  reunification,  and  who  had  the  respect 
on  both  sides  of  the  Mason-Dixon  line  to  give  his 
leadership  effect.  At  such  a  time,  every  human 
institution  that  might  encourage  the  growth  of  good- 
will between  the  north  and  the  South  and  mitigate 
rancor  and  promote  understanding  and  cooperation 
was  greatly  needed. 


It  is  the  proud  tradition  of  this  Order  that  it  pro- 
vided just  such  an  agency,  that  by  bringing  to- 
gether men  of  the  South  and  men  of  the  North  in 
the  conduct  of  its  fraternal  life  Elkdom  was  indeed 
a  bridge  to  reconciliation.  And  it  is  true  that  of  the 
first  100  Elk  lodges  established,  by  1888,  some  16 
of  them  were  in  the  South  and  border  states.  In  our 
principles  of  Charity,  Justice,  and  Brotherly  Love 
we  continue  to  give  expression  to  the  spiritual  legacy 
of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

To  mark  the  100th  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  as- 
sassination, The  Elks  Magazine,  as  a  memorial 
tribute  to  the  man  who  looms  ever  larger  in  history 
as  the  years  recede,  devotes  this  month's  cover  to  a 
portrait  of  the  Great  Emancipator  composed  of  fig- 
ures and  scenes  significant  in  Lincoln's  life. 

The  artist,  C.  C.  Beall,  has  succeeded  in  com- 
bining these  elements  in  such  a  way  as  to  compose 
a  portrait  of  the  martyred  President  that  captures  in 
a  most  striking  way  the  mystical  character,  the  com- 
passion of  the  man  who,  a  hundred  years  after  his 
tragic  death,  is  revered  more  and  more  deeply,  and 
whose  words  and  acts  are  turned  to  for  inspiration 
and  guidance  ever  more  often  by  those  who  have 
come  after  him. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  many  of  our  readers 
that  Mr.  Beall  also  executed  the  famous  composite 
portrait  of  Uncle  Sam  that  appeared  on  our  cover 
of  March,  1941,  and  which  the  Government  used  so 
effectively  as  a  poster  in  support  of  the  nation's  de- 
fense effort. 


The  elements  making  up  the  Lincoln  portrait  are  located  on  the 
accompanying  diagram  by  number  and  described  by  Mr.  Beall  in 
this  way,  as  seen  by  the  viewer: 

1.  Lincoln's  left  eyebrow  is  formed  of  the  log  cabin  where  he  was 
born  on  February  12,  1809,  in  Hardin  County,  Kentucky. 

2.  A  pioneer  figure  of  Lincoln  in  coonskin  cap  as  he  appeared 
while  serving  as  captain  of  the  Clary  Grove  Boys,  a  volunteer  unit,  in 
the  Black  Hawk  War  of  1832  forms  his  left  eye,  cheek,  and  line  from 
nose  to  corner  of  mouth. 

3.  The  white  of  Lincoln's  right  eye  is  formed  by  a  flower  on  the 
headdress  of  his  wife,  Mary  Todd  Lincoln,  whom  he  married  in  Spring- 
field, III.,  November  4,  1842.  The  upper  part  of  her  dress  and  back 
of  her  head  create  the  nose.  Her  hoop  shirt,  from  waist  down,  estab- 
lishes the  upper  lip,  mouth,  and  chin. 

4.  The  dark  area  of  the  right  eye  and  eyelid  and  cheek  line  are 
formed  by  a  Union  soldier,  while  other  soldiers  comprise  the  eyebrow. 

5.  The  President  himself  forms  the  left  ear  and  hair  at  that  side, 
as  he  gazes  from  a  White  House  window.  The  curtains  help  to  form 
his  hair. 

6.  In  the  distance  he  sees  the  Capitol,  its  dome  not  yet  in  place. 
This  scene  helps  to  make  the  shadow  on  the  President's  forehead. 

7.  The  cheekbone  and  beard  are  formed  by  his  son,  Tad,  and  a  pro- 
file view  of  the  President,  between  whom  there  was  a  deep  affection. 

8.  Lincoln's  collar  and  necktie  are  formed  of  a  wounded  soldier, 
to  whom  Clara  Barton  is  ministering.  Other  soldiers  in  battle  convey 
the  atmosphere  of  the  Civil  War  in  the  right  background. 

9.  Here  a  crippled  child  and  beneficiaries  of  Elk  scholarships  rep- 
resent the  philanthropies  carried  on  by  the  Order  of  Elks  in  the  spirit 
of  humanitarianism  that  is  part  of  the  great  heritage  Lincoln  left  us.

Our  Cover  Illustrations 

OUR  FRONT  COVER  illustration  for  tins  month, 
by  C.  C.  Beall,  depicts  Abraliam  Lincoln  as  he  finished 
the  composition  of  his  Gettysburg  Address  the  night  be- 
fore delivering  it.  The  same  painting  appeared  earlier 
this  year  on  the  cover  of  AMERICAN  ARTIST  and 
is  reproduced  by  courtesy  of  that  magazine. 

C.  C.  Beall,  a  former  staff  member  of  the  old  COL- 
LIER'S magazine,  is  a  prominent  artist  whose  work  has 
been  carried  by  many  publications.  A  long-time  resident 
of  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  he  lives  and  has  his  studio  in 
a  renovated  barn.  His  painting  of  the  "Surrender  of 
the  Japanese,"  made  aboard  the  U.S.S.  Missouri  at  the 
invitation  of  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur,  is  considered  the 
official  painting  of  the  historic  event  which  ended  World 
War  II. 

Only  part  of  his  Lincoln  painting  is  shown  on  our 
cover.  Concerning  his  painting,  Mr.  Beall  says: 

"Everything  in  the  picture  was  carefully  documented. 
The  pitcher  and  bowl 
was  made  from  a  Koda- 
chrome  taken  in  Gettys- 
burg. Lincoln  bought  his 
clothes  from  Brooks 
Brothers  in  New  York. 
The  lead  pencil  was  from 
the  Dixon  Pencil  Co.  and 
was  of  the  type  sold  at 
that  time.  The  head  was 
done  from  a  life  cast  in 
the  possession  of  Meserve 
whose  Lincoln  collection 
The  Complete   Beall   Painting  includes   a   good    many    of 

the  original  Brady  ?iegativcs. 

"Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  Gettysburg  Address 
was  a  highly  political  document  and  was,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  six  weeks  in  the  writing.  From  what  I  have 
found  in  my  research,  the  painting  is  substantially  as 
it  happened. 

"The  model  who  posed  for  the  figure  was  a  member 
of  King  Features  and  was  known  to  his  friends  as  'Abe' 
because  he  had  almost  the  same  measurements  as  Lincoln." 
The  room,  in  which  Lincoln  spent  the  night  before 
delivering  his  address  has  been  restored  and  is  now  open 
to  the  public  as  "The  Lincoln  Room."  It  overlooks  Lin- 
coln Square  in   Gettysburg. 

An  article  about  "The  Other  Gettysburg  Address"  ap- 
pears elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

OUR  BACK  COVER  shows  two  strikingly  similar 
figures.  But  they  are  not  twins.  They  are  the  same  Union 
soldier  caught  in  two  different  poses  by  twice  exposing 
the  photograpJiic  plate.  The  trick  photograph  was  made 
by  a  Harrisburg  (Pa.)  photographer.  The  soldier  ivas 
Miller  Thomas,  a  farm  boy  from  Wallaceville  in  Venango 
County,  Pennsylvania.  He  enlisted  in  the  4th  Pennsyl- 
vania Cavalry  in  the  fall  of  1861  and  participated  in 
several  battles  before  being  captured  at  Warrenton,  Va. 
on  Oct.  12,  1863.  He  was  imprisoned  until  near  the  war's 
end  at  first  Richmond  and  later  Andersonville.  After  sur- 
viving this  ordeal  he  went  home,  married  and  died  five 
years  later  in  a  farm  accident.  His  picture  and  story  were 
furnished  courtesy  of  H.  W.  Strazobridge,  Star  Route, 
Titusville,  Pa.

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This  new,  full-color  painting  was  created 
for  The  National  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany by  the  famous  artist,  C.  C.  Beall. 

Historically  significant  because  it  depicts  an 
actual,  well-known  event  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
Lincoln,  this  painting  is  also  interesting  because 
it  faithfully  reproduces  the  twin-lens  camera 
used  by  Mr.  Brady. 

The  historically  significant  photographs  by 
Matthew  Brady  both  on  the  battlefield  and  in 
his  gallery  have  added  a  great  deal  to  our 
perception  of  the  times  in  which  he  lived.  Per- 
haps no  photographs  ever  taken  have  received 
as  much  attention  as  those  which  Brady  took 
of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Until  recently  Matthew  Brady  was  credited 
with  thirty-five  Lincoln  photos.  That  would  be 
approximately  one-third  of  all  the  Lincoln 
photos  in  existance.  But  historians  have  now 
learned  that  many  of  the  photos  attributed  to 
Matthew  Brady  were  actually  taken  by  his 
assistants.  The  famous  Lincoln  picture  which 
appears  on  the  five  dollar  bill  (as  an  engrav- 
ing) and  on  the  Lincoln  National  Life  letter- 
head (as  a  scratchboard  drawing)  and  which 
is  referred  to  by  Robert  Todd  Lincoln  as  "The 
Brady  Photograph"  and  "a  most  satisfactory 
likeness  of  him,"  was  actually  taken  by  An- 
thony Berger,  one  of  Matthew  Brady's  assist- 
ants. Mr.  Brady,  himself,  took  only  eleven  of 
the  thirty-five  photos  attributed  to  him. 

The  painting  on  this  month's  cover,  by  C.  C. 
Beall,  was  commissioned  by  The  Lincoln  Life 
Insurance  Company  to  appear  in  its  ad  in  Post 
Magazine's  February  8,  1964  issue.  The  scene 
described  by  the  artist  could  have  taken  place 
on  many  of  the  occasions  when  Matthew  Brady 
himself  was  behind  the  camera.

Plans  for  Lincoln  life's  1964 
February  advertisement  were  begun 
immediately  alter  the  1963  ad  ap- 
peared. Work  actually  got  underway 
last  summer  with  the  commissioning 
of  artist  C.  C.  Beall  to  paint  the  ad- 
vertisement illustration.  Mr.  Bead's 
painting,  "Lincoln  Being  Photo- 
graphed by  Brady,"  has  special  his- 
torical significance  because  it  depicts 
a  well-known  historical  event.  It's 
interesting  also  in  that  the  twin-lens 
camera  shown  in  the  painting  is  an 
authentic  reproduction  of  the  same 
type  of  camera  used  by  Mr.  Brady.

Mr.  Beall,  a  native  of  Wyoming,  studied 
at  Pratt  Institute  and  the  Art  Students 
League.  Of  recent  note,  a  painting  of  Al- 
bert Einstein  has  been  presented  to  the 
Birmingham  Art  Museum,  by  Mr.  Beall. 
The  Einstein  painting  is  believed  to  be 
one  <>l  the  last  studies  ol  the  renowned 
scientist.  In  addition,  he  has  done  a  series 
ol  portraits  ol  world  famous  people  for 
Reader's  Digest.  Mr.  Bead's  work  is  on 
exhibit  in  the  Marine  Museum  in  Quan- 
tico,  Virginia,  the  San  Antonio  Museum, 
the  Air  Force  Academy  Museum,  and 
many  others.  In  reference  to  the  exhibit 
in  the  Air  Force  Academy  Museum,  three 
paintings  were  done  of  the  "Story  of  SAC." 

Mr.  Beall  also  was  commissioned,  at 
General  MacArthur's  invitation,  to  paint 
the  official  painting  of  the  World  War  II 
Japanese    smir.idci    aboard    the    USS    Mis-
